This treaty provides that “no other or 
higher duties shall be imposed on the im- 
portations into the United States of any 
article the production or manufacture of 
Russia than are or shall be payable on the 
like articles being the production or manu- 
facture of any foreign country.“ The in- 
traction lies in the imposition, by the tariff 
act of August, 1861, of a duty of torty dol- 
lars per ton on manufactured Russia hemp, 
while the same act admits to importation 
upon the payment of twenty-five dollars 
per ton, Manila and other hemps of India 
The new tariff bill proposes to change the 
law, by leaving out the word “Russia,” 
and calling Manila a substitute for hemp, 
leaving the rates of duty upon each as 
they were under the act of 1861. 


It is a fact, and a singular one if you 
choose, that the three members of the Ten- 
neasee Oongressional delegation who are 
most active in their efforts to re-establish 
military rule in that State hold their seats 
in Congress without any authority of law 
and in defiance of ‘aw.
